Province, servicing and re¬ 
pairing armoured vehicles 
there as part of the Equip¬ 
ment Support Solution 
group. 

Ian Puncher received the 
Unite Award for the ap¬ 
prentice showing most im¬ 
provement. 

The awards were made 
at the Bovingtom Tank 
Museum to recognise their 


work for the Defence Sup¬ 
port Group where they 
were among the latest 
graduates. 

DSG’s long standing ap¬ 
prenticeship scheme is 
renowned for turning out 
the next generation of 
highly skilled engineers 
and mechanics. 

Thirteen apprentices 
from the Defence Support 
Group’s Bovington and 
Warminster workshops 
graduated and were 
praised for their hard work 


and commitment by 
DSG’s Chief Operating 
Officer, John Reilly. 

The apprentices com¬ 
pleted a three-year training 
package as mechanical and 
vehicle electrical appren¬ 
tices during which they 
have worked on the 
Army’s fleet of armoured 
vehicles. 

Colonel David Swann 
Commander Headquarters 
of the Armour Centre in 
Bovington attended the 
event and made reference 
to the importance of DSG

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AFTER spending most of his working life in Cen¬ 
tral London, Bernie Fallon moved to Lyme Regis 
in 2003 to be with his partner Rachel Thom. 

Bernie set up his business Doodle Computers 
that he runs from an office in Charmouth and 
still spends two days a week in London where 
he works on a number of popular TV shows. 

Closer to home Bernie is now in his third year 
as a retained fire fighter in Charmouth. 

Bernie is also a trained musician and has been 
involved in musical theatre since the age of 15, 
even working on some professional produc¬ 
tions. 

Bernie, along with friend Maria Herbert, es¬ 
tablished his own theatre group. Marvellous 
Amateur Dramatics (MAD), earlier this year. 

He is currently busy with rehearsals for MAD's 
first show"Summer Holiday"on which he is the 
Musical Director. 

The show will be performed at Axminster 
Guildhall in February 2010. 


■ HOW does life in London compare to life on 
the coast? 

The one thing I sometimes get a bit frustrated with down 
here is that if you run out of milk after 11pm then you’re 
stuck. Or when I used to smoke and you wanted to nip 
out and get cigarettes at lam you couldn’t. Tesco opening 
in Lyme is a bit of a godsend really because they stay 
open really late. The pace of life is a lot slower. People 
are a lot more chilled out and there is no pressure. When 
I go up to London I have to spend a couple of hours gear¬ 
ing myself up because the way of life is so much faster. 
Everyone has got somewhere to go and something to do 
and its high pressure all the time. 

■ WHAT are the best TV shows you've worked 
on? 

My favourite was Friday Night with Jonathon Ross be¬ 
cause they always had a good mixture of guests and it 
was a good, fun production team. They are no longer my 
clients as Jonathon Ross set up his own production com¬ 
pany and took the show with him. 

■ WHAT are the best musicals you've worked on 
professionally? 

I would say 42nd Street was my favourite because I love 
all the big band swing music. I played on that when it 
was touring the country. 

■ WHAT made you decided to become a re¬ 
tained fire-fighter? 

When I moved down here everyone was really nice to 
me and went out of their way to help me feel settled and 
comfortable and I felt that I would like to give something 
back into the community. I thought the fire service would 
be quite a good way of doing that. 

■ WHY did you decide on Summer Holiday for 



your first show? 

We had a committee meeting and put it to a vote basically. 
It was one of four potential shows. We shortlisted The 
Buddy Holly Story, Summer Holiday, Back to the Eight¬ 
ies and Disco Inferno. Summer Holiday got the majority 
vote and that’s why we went for it. 

■ WHAT do you like about the show? 

I like the music. Cliff Richard gets such a bad press for 
his music but I think some of its really good. I don’t know 
why all of a sudden people turned on him. I like the music 
and I like that era. I’m not a huge fan of rock and roll but 
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I like the style of 60s music, and The Shadows aren’t that 
bad either. It’s a nice story, quite cheesy but a fun story 
and I think people will really enjoy it. 

■ WHO would you recommend the show to? 

I think it appeals to everybody really. You’ve got a nice 
simple story for younger kids to understand, you’ve got 
the music for lets say people in their 30s to 60s who re¬ 
member and appreciate it. And for the older people there 
are no scares. We have a cast of good looking lads as well 
of course so all the ladies will love it. I don’t think you 
could say that it targets a particular audience because it’s 
a family show for everybody. 

■ WHAT shows would you like to do in the fu¬ 
ture? 

There are quite a few shows that I would like to do. One 
of them is “Rent” but I am not sure whether our small 
communities are ready for such a wild story. We have 
ideas on what we are planning on doing but I will just re¬ 
serve that for a no comment at the moment. 

■ HOW are preparations going for next year's 
show? 

We are a strictly non-profit organisation so all the money 
that we make will go into this show and future shows and 
as such we need to do a lot of fundraising. Our next event 
is this Friday, December 11th where we have a Westlife 
tribute act, but they also do Take That and Boyzone and 
all sorts of things. My brother is in the band and they are 
coming down from Manchester for free to do the gig for 
us and help us raise money to put on the show. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

My first would be the drummer Buddy Rich. I’d like him 
at my dinner party so I could steal a few ideas from him 
and get some lessons because he is a legend. My second 
would be Freddie Mercury. Although I wasn’t a great 
Queen fan when I was younger, I am now. I think that he 
was a tremendously talented man and I’d like to find out 
where he got his influences from. He was such a character 
that he would make the party quite wild. Finally it would 
be Stephen Fry because I love his intellect, he could en¬ 
tertain anybody.

A GIANT 27 metre mural 
designed and illustrated by 
Bridport artist Terry Whit¬ 
worth has been put up in 
Wimborne High Street. 

The work was commis¬ 
sioned by the town’s 
Chamber of Trade, work¬ 
ing in partnership with 
businesses and the town 
and district councils. The 
idea was to cover grey 
hoardings put up while 
work goes on to repair 
buildings damaged by fire 
earlier this year. 

Tracy Cooper, Arts Offi¬ 


cer for East Dorset District 
Council and part of the se¬ 
lection panel said: “The 
brief was to reflect the vi¬ 
brancy and upbeat charac¬ 
ter of the town and to 
depict its architecture, 
landscape and social cal¬ 
endar of events. We had 11 
submissions but Terry’s 
design just caught every¬ 
one’s eye!” 

“It will lift the heart and 
spirit of the town. That’s 
why we have named it 
‘The Spirit of Wimborne, 
’’said Malcolm Angel, 
chairman of Wimborne 


Chamber of Trade. 

Terry Whitworth said: 
“This was a particularly 
interesting project to be in¬ 
volved with because of its 
scale and the fact that it 
needs to have an appeal to 
all age groups within the 
community. From my 
original sketches I pro¬ 
duced the artwork at one- 
tenth scale using 
watercolour, inks and 
acrylics. This gave the fin¬ 
ished painting texture and 
a luminous quality.” 

Lenschen Laffin, project 
co-ordinator of Terry 


Whitworth Design added: 
“So it could be reproduced 
to the full size and repli¬ 
cate the original, high 
quality digital scans were 
made by us before being 
sent to print.” 

The project had to be 
completed within four 
weeks of being chosen and 
it will be displayed until 
June 2010. If you are not

Darners Staff head off 
on Nepalese adventure

FOUR members of staff from Darners First School in 
Dorchester are swapping their classrooms for a trek 
through Nepal. 

Headmaster Phil Minns, teachers Pete Rothman and 
Naomi Hudson, and teaching assistant Tracy Sales, 
are joining staff and pupils from Wey Valley School 
in Weymouth for an exciting three week trip to this 
fascinating Himalayan country. 

This is a real journey into the unknown for the four 
intrepid travellers from Darners, but one they are all 
hoping will be an interesting learning curve for them 
all. 

Nepal is a country about whose education system 
we know little if anything. 

This will be a fact finding mission into the schools 
of villages like Ohkle, and it is hoped that firm links 
can be established between one of these village 
schools and Darners Road. 

Teacher Pete Rothman said: “One of our aims is to 
see how we can help these village schools, and also 
how they can help us. 

“It will be wonderful to work with their teachers, to 
learn how opposing educational systems work, to 
compare the differing lives of the children, and to face 
the problems which we shall undoubtedly face with 
language and technology barriers.” 

Community cohesion is important, and the group 
from Dorchester hope to forge links that will continue 
for years to come. 

The children at Darners have been learning about 
Nepal, and held a special “bag packing” assembly to 
help prepare for the journey. 

A shopping list of items had been drawn up and pur¬ 
chased, and carefully packed in a bag for the long 
journey ahead. 

Everything imaginable went into this bag to help the 
children of Nepal learn more about the world around 
them. 

Blow up globes, maps, jigsaw puzzles, crayons, 
paints, lego, number cards, snap cards and even 
sweets were added. 

There were packs of paper generously donated by 
Advantage Digital Print, art straws, posters, in fact a

real treasure chest of gifts for the young children 
across the other side of the world. 

The children of Darners had been busy making their 
own presents to send to Nepal, which were packed in 
a second bag. 

Year 1 produced a giant album full of drawings and 
photos of themselves and their school life, accompa¬ 
nied by a very clever sound track. 

Year 2 made lots of games, including snakes and 
ladders and ludo, while Year 3 made a whole variety 
of hand puppets. 

They also created two books, one showing all the 
different front doors they have, and a second showing 
the rights and responsibilities they have both at school 
and at home. 

Some of the children from Year 4 made diaries fea¬ 
turing a week in their life, others made puzzles show¬ 
ing local scenes, and collected items from the coast 
such as sea shells and rocks. There is no coast in 
Nepal, so the children there will never have encoun¬ 
tered the sea. 

The school’s youngest children added several Elmer 
the Elephant, whose job it will be to report back on 
their travels. 

The final gift came from the Blue based children 
who made a wonderful pull-out book with all their 
faces and favourite things pictured inside. A great deal 
of thought had been put into all these items, and the 
staff hope they will be able to bring home similar gifts 
from the children of Nepal. 

In a final assembly before the off, Headmaster Phil 
Minns handed the reins of the school, along with the 
ceremonial umbrella, to deputy Mrs Bearwish. 

As all the children waved the party off on the first 
leg of their journey, many cannot wait for their return. 
They are eager to learn of their adventures in the 
foothills of the Himalayan mountains, their trek 
through this magical country, and the children of the 
village of Ohkle.

Healthy living at Magna 


New session is 
largely a charade 


BLACK Rod has issued his 
sonorous summons. The 
Queen has been, spoken and 
gone. Her speech has been de¬ 
bated. And the new Parliamen¬ 
tary session is well under way. 

Of course, this year it is 
largely a charade. 

With an election likely to start 
not more than four months 
away, the chances that much of 
the legislative programme will 
become a statutory reality 
rather than a political debating- 
point are slim. 

But, even in this strange after¬ 
life of the 2005 parliament, 
there are issues being dis¬ 
cussed which will have pro¬ 
found impact in particular 
corners of our national life. 

Example number one is the 
fate of micro-hydro schemes in 
our mill streams and rivers. 

Beneath the noise and clam¬ 
our of the surface warfare, a lit¬ 
tle but crucial submarine battle 
is being fought. 

The issue is whether condi¬ 
tions imposed by the Environ¬ 


ment Agency on people who 
want to operate micro-hydro 
turbines will make it possible 
and attractive for such benign 
forms of electricity generation 
to be installed — or whether the 
licence conditions will make this 
form of generation economi¬ 
cally unattractive (and indeed 
virtually impossible). 

“What?” you may say, “we 
thought the Environment 
Agency would be gung ho to 
have carbon-free renewable en¬ 
ergy of this sort installed up 
and down our river systems.” 
And so you might well have 
thought. 

But it turns out that the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency is not really, or 
in any case, not completely an 
“environment” agency. It has 
thousands of people dealing 
with rivers and hundreds of 
people dealing with fish (very 
rightly) but it hasn’t yet quite 
caught up with the idea that we 
also place some environmental 
premium these days on renew¬ 
able energy. So the battle con¬ 


tinues. 

Example two is completely dif¬ 
ferent. This is a battle that is 
going on in a shaded area of 
the forest rather than under the 
waters. 

It is the battle of the herbal¬ 
ists. 

For years, herbalists have 
learned how to provide safe 
herbal remedies on the basis of 
centuries of experience. 

But the EU in its wisdom has 
now decided that only officially 
regulated practitioners may pre¬ 
scribe more than a tiny number 
of herbs that can be bought 
over the counter. 

Because the system of regu¬ 
lation has always been oper¬ 
ated by professional bodies 
rather than by statutory bodies, 
it doesn’t count for the pur¬ 
poses of the Directive — so the 
battle is now on, with the 
herbalists desperate to be offi¬ 
cially regulated in order to sur¬ 
vive. 

Strange old world, isn’t it?

“In a recent CBI report it 
was revealed that more 
than 172 million working 
days were lost to sickness 
in Great Britain last year, 
costing the country more 
than £13 billion. 


“For a small investment, 
such as one of these health 
fairs, companies can start 
to support their staff and 
tackle the serious issue of 
lost productivity. In com¬ 
parison to the initial out¬ 
lay, the long term benefits 
are huge.” 

He added: “There are all 
sorts of options available 
to organisations, especially 
with the support of HLW. 

“With their help, firms 
can set up regular activi¬ 
ties such as walks, sports 
events and jacket potato 
days, through to locating 
funding to build staff 
gyms, purchasing com¬ 
pany bicycles as an alter¬ 
native to cars and many 


other things.”

The Terras travelled to Essex full of confidence fol¬ 
lowing a decent run of form under caretaker boss, Ian 
Hutchinson.

Weymouth's best effort came on the half hour when 
Josh Llewellyn released Jake Reid who saw his shot 
well saved by Braintree keeper David Blackmore. 

On 40 minutes Purcell shot just over from the edge 
of the box before adding Braintree's third on the 
stroke of half-time. Breaking from half-way, he raced 
to the edge of the visitors 18 yard box before drilling 
a stinging drive past Harrison to make it three for the 
hosts.

PHIL Bartlett has assured Wildcats fans that the recent 
change of ownership at Weymouth Football Club will 
have no effect on the town's speedway team. 

George Rolls took over the Terras a fortnight ago just 
minutes before the club were due to go out of business. 

The Wildcats race behind the View From Stadium on the 
Terras old training ground and use the stadium dressing 
rooms and car park facilities. 

However, the track itself is owned by Wessex Delivery 
LLP - the company that includes among its directors, for¬ 
mer Terras chairman, Malcolm Curtis. 

Bartlett told the Speedway Star that it'makes no differ¬ 
ence whether the football club goes bust or runs'.

STACEY APPOINTED 
AS NEW PRESIDENT 

A MAN who started supporting DorchesterTown Football 
Club as a teenager has just been appointed the club's new 
president after a lifetime raising funds for the club. 

Stacey Legge started supporting the Magpies as a 16- 
year-old when it was reformed in 1946. The club were 
then in Dorset League South. 

The 78-year-old has been involved in a number of as¬ 
pects, particularly fundraising, over the years culminating 
in the appointment of the highest post in the club, suc¬ 
ceeding another stalwart Albert Miller who resigned last 
year. 

The club joined the Western League in 1947 and Stacey 
joined the newly-formed supporters club and became a 
member of the football club committee, where he carried 
out car park duties. 

Called up for National Service, Stacey continued to sup¬ 
port the club whenever possible and from wherever he 
was stationed in the Royal Navy. 

Back in Civvy Street he became dance secretary in 1953 
where the almost weekly dances became a regular source 
of income to funds. 

The following year he became a voluntary construction 
worker helping to erect terracing at the old Avenue Sta¬ 
dium on which Tesco now stands. The terracing took two 
years to build and remained until the ground was demol¬ 
ished in the late 1990's. 

In 1958 he was active in promoting the'Lucky Six'com¬ 
petition, a forerunner to lotteries, and then in 1963 helped 
form 'The Friends of Magpies' at a time when the club was 
in dire financial difficulties and contemplating returning 
to the Dorset League. 

The scheme raised considerable funds for the club, not 
in opposition to the supporters club efforts but in addi¬ 
tion, the highlight being the annual Donkey Derby. 

Stacey's next fundraising effort came as part of the com¬ 
mittee responsible for the very successful weekly bingo 
sessions which ran until the late 70's.This was a major and 
successful source of income for the club, of which, follow¬ 
ing a rather lengthy legal battle they became the first or¬ 
ganisation in town to offer cash prizes under license from 
the Gaming Board. 

This led to Stacey running the'Moonraker'scratch card 
lottery, a full time job for him. With a top prize of £1000 
this became a massive earner for the Magpies across the 
county where it was in fierce competition with Weymouth 
FC's'Goldliner'lottery. 

Stacey was also running the club shop, something he 
developed over a number of years at both the old and 
new grounds. 

In 1978 he joined the management committee (a fore¬ 
runner to the board) and became press officer. 


1980 saw Stacey meet two sporting giants in cricket 
commentator Brian Johnson, guest speaker at a huge cen¬ 
tenary dinner at Brewery Sports Ground, and the late, 
great Bobby Moore at a celebrity lunch. 

In 1987 he co-edited'Flistory of the Magpies'a facts and 
figures book about the club, and when the club moved to 
the new ground in 1990 became a founder director of 
DorchesterTown FC Ltd. 

That same year he was elected to the management 
committee of the Southern Football League, a post he 
held for seven years. 

You will see Stacey sat by the front door when you enter 
the Jewson Stadium most weeks, a very dapper and proud 
man, meeting and greeting people. 

"I would like to pay tribute to my predecessor Albert 
Miller who has been such a servant to the club and some¬ 
one I learned a lot from. 

"I still hold shares in the club and attend most matches 
both home and away, and will always hold the welfare of 
the club as paramount!"

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MAGPIES LATEST....THE VOICE OF VICKERS 


Vickers: "Passion, trust, belief, desire."

THERE were four words written on the 
blackboard in the Dorchester Town dress¬ 
ing room when the squad assembled for 
their team talk on Saturday; passion, trust, 
belief and desire. 

Those were the key factors that caretaker 
manager Ashley Vickers was looking for 
from his team following the humiliating 
defeat at home to Wimborne Town in the 
Dorset Senior Cup three days earlier. 

Vickers who leads by example with his 
wholehearted 100% displays was desper¬ 
ate to get his first win under his belt since 
taking over from Roy O'Brien two weeks 
ago, and felt that they had responded fol¬ 
lowing their 2-1 defeat of Hampton & 
Richmond. 

"I was ever so pleased with the lads. We 
spoke about four key words prior to kick- 
off- passion, trust, belief and desire. 

"I put the meaning of those words up on 


the board and went 
through them with 
the lads, and that be¬ 
lief is what is what 
got us through it. It was the defining 
word all through the match and credit to 
the boys they did superbly well, and got 
the equaliser and then defended well. 

"Gone are the days of us being a soft 
touch or deemed that way. We want to be 
hard to beat all over the pitch, we want to 
be aggressive and physical and we want 
teams to know that they've had a hard 
game." 

Vickers however tempered his remark 
by adding: "It needs to be controlled ag¬ 
gression. I was taught that early on in my 
career to put your foot in, and I have been 
on to the boys about it. However it is no 
good if you overstep the mark." 

The visitors had two players dismissed 


in the second half as Dorchester turned 
on the power, with last man John Scar¬ 
borough being sent off after bringing 
Matt Groves down from which Ryan Hill 
struck the equaliser and then skipper 
Dean Wells red carded after a high tackle 
on Kyle Critchell who recovered to set up 
Groves'winner. 

"The referee helped us out a little bit but 
I felt we deserved it on the balance of 
play. 

"Matt Groves I think would have got on 
the end of it, and the ref had no choice on 
that one, whilst I think there had been 
words between Kyle Critchell and their 
guy, and something was going to give. 
Well done to Kyle for keeping his head 


while their guy lost 
his." 

Reflecting on Hamp¬ 
ton's goal, Vickers ad¬ 
mitted defending set-pieces was a bit of 
a concern and that they needed to ad¬ 
dress that aspect, but added: "The lads 
were fantastic and their work-rate, each 
and every one of them, was superb. 

"It has been an unsettling period for 
them with the recent changes but they 
have really got behind me and given me 
everything I have asked for." 

Both Critchell, on his debut, and Hill in 
his first appearance back at the Jewson 
Stadium since resigning for the club drew 
praise from Vickers. 

"Ryan's free kicks are superb and are one 
of the reasons we signed him, whilst Kyle 
is a fantastic signing for us and we want 
to see him develop, get better and get 


stronger. 

"I could go through the whole side they 
have all done well and didn't fall below 
the required standard." 

In the meantime Vickers continues to 
strengthen the team and is expected to 
sign striker Jules Emati who was on trial 
at the Jewson in the summer, and Nathan 
Walker from Wimborne. 

Emati has scored 13 goals in 17 games 
at Dawlish this season and would add 
firepower to the Magpies attack and pro¬ 
vide competition for Groves and Ryan 
Moss. 

However formerTerra James Coutts has 
decided to join Newport despite over¬ 
tures from his great friend Vickers. 

"We couldn't compete with the wages 
he was offered and he has ambitions of 
playing full-time football at Blue Square 
Premier level at least."
